Typhus Drops 50 Per Cent, 
Malaria 62 Per Cent, Ma- 
ternal Mortality 13. 


Remarkable progress in public 
health work in Georgia and the 
introduction of a number of new 
fields of public health work en- 
deavor are told in the semi-annual 
report by Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, 
director of the State Department 
of Public Health, at a mecting of 
the State Board of Health yester- 
day. 

June 30 marked the end of the 
first year’s increased appropria- 
tion for public health work. Mor- 
tality records for the first six 


months of 1938 showed a decline | 
of 6.3 per cent with a total of 


16,296. 
Fewer Mothers Die. 


There were 29,110 live births, 
with a decrease of 3.3 per cent in 


the birth rate, Georgia’s birth rate | 
remaining above the average. for | 
the United States. A reduction | 
of 12.9 per cent in the maternal | 
mortality rate, one of the most | 
difficult health problems to com- | 
bat, with a corresponding reduc- | 
tion of 9 per cent in the stillbirth | 


rate, was accomplished. 


Five of the communicable dis- | 


eases, typhus fever, malaria, 
dipththeria, influenza and pneu- 
monia, showed decreases in the 
death rates. Typhus fever, 
is yearly becoming a major health 
problem in the south, showed a 


drop of 50.7 per cent for the six- | 
month period. The malaria rate | 
for 1937 was the lowest recorded | 
period | 


and the 1938 six-month 
death rate from this disease shows 
a still lower rate, with a réduc- 
tion of 62.3 per cent. 

Diphtheria, taking its lowest toll 
in 1937, shows a further reduction 
with a decrease of 23.1 per cent 
during 1938. Influenza and pneu- 
monia decreased 53.5 and 13.7 per 
cent, respectively. 

There was also a marked reduc- 


tion in the death rate from acci-» 


dents of 11.9 per cent. Automo- 
bile accidents declined 13.7 per 
cent. 

The 1937 typhoid fever rate was 
the lowest recorded anda the first 
five months of 1938 showed a still 
lower rate, but 18 deaths in June 
caused a 4.8 per cent increase for 
this period. 

Measles Epidemic. 


Diseases of childhood were epi- 
demic in Georgia during 1938 with 
an increase in the number of 
measles deaths from 2 in 1937 to 
122 in 1938. An increase in the 
scarlet fever deaths from 4 to 8,

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A MOMENTOUS MEETING 

While a dazed and fear-stricken world 
waited the sound of the first guns, powerful 
influences went winging through the air and 
over telephone wires. 

Men great in power were reached. Already 
appalled by what was before them, they halted. 

Today some of those men will sit about a 
table and, temporarily at least, restore peace 
to the world. 

Not since the German staff car came across 
the war-torn roads in 1918 with the Germans 
who had come to ask for terms of surrender, 
has there been such a momentous meeting. 

It can be a greater and more vital 
meeting than that one in the hall of mirrors 
at Versailles, can this one of today when 
Britain’s Chamberlain, France’s Daladier, Italy’s 
Mussolini and Germany’s Hitler sit down at a 
table and begin the solemn business of con- 
structing: a peace. 

Out of it will come, temporarily at least, 
peace. 

Out of it must come, for peace of some 
permanence, settlement of not merely the 
Czechoslovakian crisis but settlement of certain 
economic problems. This conference, if it suc- 
ceeds at all, will not be a meeting of a day or 
two days but one which will go on until there 
are trade agreements and until certain colonies 
are returned to Germany. - | 

That is why it is so significant, this meeting 
today. It portends more than merely the settle- 
ment of the Czechoslovakian dispute. If that 
is all that is to be settled there will be no peace. 

The presence of Benito Mussolini augurs for 
peace. He supplies the machinery for face- 
saving for Adolf Hitler and his staff. If he and 
Hitler, the masters of the two great totalitarian 
states, agree, then the German people will be 


' satisfied. 


For Mussolini it is an opportunity to regain 
lost prestige. There is no doubt but that he 
knows he has been in the back-wash of world 
affairs since Austria was taken and the German 
troops moved once more to the Brenner Pass. 
He hardly will miss this opportunity to appear 
as a dominant figure in world politics. 

So, for a time at least, the world may relax. 

The real “minority” may rest. The real 
minority in any war is made up of mothers and 
their children. 

That much is of first importance. The 
United States and its President, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, are invisible members of the con- 
ference. 

When the President spoke on Tuesday night, 
it was evident from the text that the most pow- 
erful neutral nation and one of the world’s 
great powers had thrown in the weight of. its 
influence for peace. Yesterday it was revealed 
the President had made a personal plea to 
Italy’s Mussolini as the man closest to Hitler, 
as the one most able to act as mediator. 

It is probable that message of Tuesday night 
may become a famous state document. It was 
couched in effective terms and plain words. 

Whatever the outcome of the meeting today, 
there is no doubt the President of the United 
States chiefly is responsible for halting the 
world at the brink of chaos, revolution, and 
plagues which are the associates of death and 
of war. 

It is not possible to argue any other course 
for this nation. To have remained smugly 
silent while the world rushed on toward war; 
to have kept silent in imagined “splendid isola- 
tion” would have been sheer folly. The United 
States made it plain it wanted peace; that there 
was no intention of participating in a European 
war, but that peace was not impossible and that 
mediation could obtain it. Today there is medi- 
ation. If peace of permanency results, Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt will have done his 
greatest service to the most people. 

The voice of the United States in world af- 
fairs did not mean, and cannot be construed 
to mean, international entanglements. It was 
a moral force properly emplcyed. 

The meeting today may fail of its purpose. 
Yet, out of it should come not peace, but the 
beginnings of peace. Peace can begin today. 
Today can begin the building of stronger and 
saner foundations for peace. 

If it is successful then we will have demon-

TOWARD BETTER HEALTH 


The tangible benefits of Georgia’s expanded 
health services are revealed in the semi-annual 
report of the Georgia State Board of Health, 
made at the end of a year’s operation under the 
increased appropriations. 

More than 1,000 lives had been saved during 
the six months ending June 30. These lives 
represent six per cent of the total of deaths 
within the state, but more pertinent is the fact 
that the general health level of all the people is 
reflected in this figure, and the wisdom of the 
Rivers administration in providing the addi- 
tional funds has been completely vindicated. 

The total of the lives saved is but a part of 
the picture, with an examination of the reduc- 
tions in specific fields required to complete the 
Study. Maternal mortality, which in this state 
has been shamefully high, has been reduced 
within six months by 12.9 per cent despite the 
fact it is one of the most difficult health prob- 
lems to combat. The state and county health 
departments have combined in efforts to ex- 
tend prenatal service to more and more ex- 
pectant mothers. The result is shown by the 
mortality reduction and the corresponding drop 
of nine per cent in the stillbirth rate. This 
last reduction was again reflected in an 11.6 
increase in the number of infant deaths. These 
figures, however, must be compared to present 
the picture of progress made. Since the num- 
ber of stillbirths have been’reduced, the number 
of living babies whose mothers were not placed 
under treatment early enough to give birth to 
a normal child has increased. But since the 
number of infant deaths increased 171, and the 
stillbirths decreased 202, there has been a sav- 
ing of 31 babies. 


. Deaths from typhus fever, which has been 
on the increase in the south, dropped 50.7 per 
cent during the six-month period. Diphtheria 
deaths were reduced 23.1 per cent, while the 
death rate from malaria dropped a full 62.3 
per cent. 


Much, however, remains to be accomplished. 
Cancer and a few other diseases took a greater 
number of lives, and continued efforts will be 
required in the years to come if these deaths 
in Georgia are to be brought to a minimum. 


The value of the expenditures of the state .

most incalculable. 


LATIN AMERICA AND WAR 


South and Central America will take on a 
new importance for this country and for the 
world should conflict yet plunge all Europe into 
turmoil. Their-importance is infinitely greater 
than in 1914-18, since it will be to these coun- 
tries that the belligerents would turn for food 
supplies and war materials and because of the 
strenuous efforts of the dictator nations to 
foster in these states the political idealogies 
that have brought Europe face to face with war. 

For the United States, the immediate effect 
would be a closer trade and political relation- 
Ship, together with a deepened responsibility for 
this country for their security, both interna] 
and external. 


None of the Latin American nations likely 
will enter any European.war if the United 
States stands aloof. But all produce the ‘things 
needed in war time. Argentina during the 
World War was a veritable “bread basket” for 
Great Britain. With its wheat and corn, its 
meats and cotton and petroleum, its sympathies 
are vital. But even more than the United States, 
Argentina is a melting pot of European na- 
tionalities, and investments of Great Britain 
and Germany are particularly heavy. The same 
applies in varying degrees to other South Amer- 
ican countries. Chile is important because of 
its nitrates, even though artificial production 
has largely replaced the natural products. 
Brazil is an exporter of cotton (chiefly to Japan 
and Germany), and also produces meats and 
some rubber—supplies which the belligerents 
would seek. Uruguay is virtually another Argen- 
tina. Venezuela, Colombia and Mexico ‘have oil 
necessary in the successful conduct of a war. 
In the case of Mexico, it will be interesting to 
see whether a decision not to sell to Fascist 
nations will stand in the face of a war. 


The attitude of Panama is vital. The de- 
fensive set up for the Canal Zone requires that 
this country join the United States in what- 
ever stand is taken in the event of trouble. 

From today’s viewpoint, trade of the United 
States with Europe would be sharply curtailed 
immediately upon the outbreak of hostilities. 
Indeed, even though hostilities are averted, 
Germany will control an enormously greater 
trade in Central Europe, and the chief sufferer 
will be this country. With Japan and China 
already at war, the sole trade outlook remain- 
ing will be toward the south. |

Not since the American Medical Associati 
was formed has it been faced with a my 
vexatious as that thrown into its lap by the re- 
port of the President’s health program commit- 
tee. The report called for co-operation between 
the states and the federal government in a health 
crusade. It was proposed that the states match 
government aid, to pay for medical care of in- 
digent persons, establish 500 small hospitals in 
rural areas, maintain free hospital beds and fi- 
nance medical research. The fund to be raised 
would amount to $850,000,000.

It was declared a violation of state rights 
and it was said that it would be hostile to pre§- 
ent medical methods.

Others declared 
that they would support any plan which will ben- 
efit the people. 

It cannot now be said that the federal health 
plan will be approved by congress. It may be 
that some program more in harmony with the 
suggestions of the medical association may be 
adopted. But one thing is certain and it is that 
great changes will be made, changes that now 
may be deemed revolutionary and socialistic by 
the medical profession. but which will be a great 
advance in present methods of conserving the 
health of the people of the United States.

And they have perfected a technique of high altitude bombing, by 
which the children may be playing under a clear blue sky at one 
moment, and then there is a long, screaming whistle, and a flash 
of silver, and death has come from the blue in which no plane is 


seen.

Neville Chamberlain has not wished to fight for Czechoslovakia, 
why the French have sacrificed their given word, and why the two 
allies have only defied Hitler when he seemed to threaten to 


“dominate the world.” 


At the Munich meeting of the four powers, 


the French and English will not be destitute of strength to press 
their arguments. Their weakness in the air cannot remove their 
great resources, and Germany’s air power cannot supply her great 


deficiencies. 


But, with such ghastly devastation as war’s first price,

Stalin startled the world a few years ago by shooting officials 
for the crime of incompetence, but even in that madness there was 
method. Men without ability no longer pretended to be wizards in 


order to get soft jobs. 


Our free land has always been a happy hunting ground for 
charlatans because of the general belief that liberty includes the 
right to bluff, and only the sucker is to blame if he gets fooled. It 
seems a reasonable idea until you reflect that one man’s rights must 
end where another’s begin, and the other has the right to protect 


himself from fraud. 
There was a time when every 


free American was whatever he 


chose to call himself, whether clergyman, doctor, lawyer or teacher 
of the occult sciences, and all one needed to be a “professor” was a 


plug hat. 


Even within our time it has been possible to practice the pro- 
fessions without other equipment than a three-week correspondence 


course or a purchased diploma. 


State laws that forbid and punish such quackery are not de- 
signed, as some suppose, to protect a monopoly, but to protect the 


public from dangerous frauds. 


Our old-home-town once harbored a blacksmith with hands like 
hams who groped his way through a correspondence course and set 
forth as a traveling dentist. Imagine what a trail of misery he left 


behind him. 
We have made some progress 


in protecting ourselves, but the 


most harmful frauds still flourish unchecked and unpunished. 

Why should a public official go free of punishment when his 
incompetence injures the people who trusted him? 

No matter what stupid thing he does, or how grave the injury, 
it is meekly endured, like an unavoidable accident. He-may admit 
his mistake, or even go so far as to express regret, but is that 
enough? You aren't content with grudging apologies wher some- 


body ruins your car. 


When a man runs for office, he declares himself competent to 
handle it. If he isn’t, he deliberately fooled you in order to get a 
soft job. He is a fraud, brazenly feathering his nest at the expense 
of the people, and should be held accountable for every harm he 


does. 


He means well, you say. So perhaps, does the quack who pre- 
‘tends to be a competent physician and poisons a patient. 
It would be sad to see ex-officials on the rockpile, but how care- 


fully others would measure their 
the country.

There was possibility, according 
to a report in diplomatic circles, 
that the Munich conference might 
debate a new British-French plan 
for settlement of the Sudetenland 
crisis providing for ‘“symbolic”’ 
occupation by Germany before 
saturday of the undisputedly Ger- 
manic sections, but with an inter- 
national commission guaranteeing 
Czechoslovakia’s frontiers pend- 
ing adjustment of other areas. 

Premier Daladier signed _ the 
new mobilization order after he 
had received the German invita- 
tion to go to Munich, indicating 


his firm intention to press on with |

Announcement of the Munich 
conference nevertheless brought 
an evident feeling of relief to 
crowds in the streets who snatched 
copies of extra editions of news- 
papers telling of developments. 

Exodus From Paris. 

The news came toward the close 
of a day during which ihe exodus 
from the capital, caused by fear 
of war, reached its heights.

Premier Daladier will fly to 
Munich’ tomorrow. He will take 
off from Le Bourget airport at 
8:30 a. m.

With him will be his chief 
of cabinet, Marcel Clapier,” the 
secretary-general of the foreign 
ministry, Alexis Leger, and 
Charles Rochat, director of Euro- 
pean affairs. 

Started in France. 

While the major moves behind 
the scenes leading to calling of the 
Munich conference remained of- 
ficial secrets, diplomatic sources 
reconstructed events in this way: 

Ludovic Frossard, a leftist mem- 
ber of the chamber of deputies, 
who had been minister of public 
works until his resignation itn a 
labor dispute a few weeks ago, 
submitted a plan for solution of 
the Czechoslovak crisis to Premier 
Daladier. 

Daladier sent the plan to Chan- 
_cellor Hitler through French Am- 
bassador Andre Francois Poncet, 
and also to Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain in London, who ordered 
the British ambassador in Berlin 
to support it. 

The plan was sent also, through 
the Earl of Perth, British ambas- 
sador to Italy, to Premier Benito 
Mussolini, who later communicat- 
ed with Chancellor Hitler. 

The plan provided: 

1. Leaders of the four nations 
to meet as soon as possible for 
mediation efforts and a supreme 
effort to save world peace. 

2. The German army to be given 
symbolic occupation of Sudeten- 
land by being permitted to march 
into districts the Germanic charac- 
ter of which is uncontested, either 
on or before Saturday to satisfy 
Hitler’s demands. 

3. Members of the British Legion 
of World War Veterans, who al- 
ready have offered their services, 
to form a guard between Czecho- 
slovakia proper and the German- 
occupied regions; and a plebiscite 
to be held or agreements made be- 
tween Prague and Berlin to de- 
cide disposition of other disputed 
areas.

Liners Pull Out of New York 
Without Passengers. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—()— 
Germany's mighty merchant fleet, 
built up to high rank again after 
near-dissolution in the World War, 
steamed swiftly

outward bound from Bremen and 
the sudden sailings of others from 
New York without passengers re- 
sulted from Germany’s desire to 
remove its ships from foreign 
waters in case of war. 

The Hamburg-American liner 
Hamburg’s voyage from her home 
port tomorrow was cancelled and 
the North German Lloyd liners 
Europa and Berlin, which sailed 
from Bremen yesterday and Sat- 
urday, respectively, were recalled.
